president of the San Diego Bank and

‘Unless the betting on horse races at 
. MeDonougiville, as well as the gair- 
bling at South Port, are stopped im- 
meédiately,’’ said the governor, “I shall 
take a hand myself.’ 

The governor's order was sent by him 
at the conclusion of a conference with 
the adjutant general of the State and 
the turfmen. The Jefferson, parish au- 
thorities and the public as well sur- 
mised that lf the governor's order was 
disobeyed @g%ps would be sent to the 
Suburban track at McDonoughville as 
well as to South Part. 

Uistrict Attorney Marrero, of Jeffer- 
son parish, held a consultation with 
others as soon as the governor's order 
became known, and at the conclusion 
of the third race Sheriff Marrero, of 
Jefferson parish, tne father of the 
district attorney, had Sheehan and ‘his 
clerk, W. E. Ralston, placed under ar- 
rest. Sheehan and Ralston will be ar- 
raigned before a justice of the peace in 
Jefierson parish tomorrow and thelr 
trial in the district court of Jefferson 
parish will probably follow Monday 
next, 

Ne contention of the turfmen is that 
Sheehan and others merely pay the Sub- 
urban Racing Association $12 a day 
for “advance information.”’ This so- 
called advance information is a card 
showing the scratcnes, the corrected 
weights, etc., on each race. They say 
that when Sheehan and others make 
wagers ‘with friends’’ that the Locke 
law is not violated. It is their purpose 
to make a test of the case in the courts.

REPLY TO FORAKER 


Furnishes Statement of 
. War Deficiency Fund. 


Names Are Withheld | 
From Public. 


Washington, January 22.—President 
Roosevelt today sent to the senate a 
response to Senator Foraker’s resolu- 
tion calling upon the secretary of the 
treasury for an itemized statement of 


deficiency fund. The reply reached the 
senate in the form of an executive doc- 
ument. It pu rts to be a complete 
answer so far as the use of the war 
deficiency fund is concerned, but some 


ments were made were withheld. 

In a message, which was. read in 
secret session, tne president says that 
if these names are desired he will fur- 
nish them to the committee on. military 
affairs. 

While the Foraker resolution was 
agreed to in executive session, and the 
reply thereto would ordinarily be sent 
to the senate in open session, no sena- 
tor seemed inclined to take the respon- 
sibility of criticizing President Roose- 
velt’s course in keeping the information 
secret. Inasmuch as Mr..Foraker is a 
member of the committee on military 
affairs, he has the.opportunity of ob- 
taining a statement in detail. He was 
not present when the reply of the presi- 
dent to his resolution was received. 


Secretary Has Letter. 


The president’s letters and an item- 
ized Statement of expenditures from the 
war deficiency fund was given into the 
hands of Secretary Bonnett, why wilJ 
retain it until it is called for ,by the 
committee On military affairs. It was 
not examined by any member of the 
Senate, and therefore it is not known 
whether it contains any matter other 
than expenditures for the procuration 
of military information of a necessarily 
secret character and the funds expended 
for the entertainment of foreiizn observ- 
ers at American military manoeuvers. 

From the reading of the president’s 
message the opinion prevailed that all 
payments from this fund were of that 
character of work. 

Senator Foraker introduced his reso- 
lution following the announcement that 
the investigation of the Brownsville af- 
fray by private detectives had been paid 
for from this fund. The Ohio senator 
took the position that such an expendi- 
ture was not warranted by the pur- 
poses for which the emergency fund 
was intended. 

The precedent for President Roose- 
velt’s action in withholding certain names 
of persons to whom payments have been 
made is found in a response to a sen- 
ate resolution calling on the late Presi- 
dent McKinley for the accounts of tie 
treaty of Paris commission. Mr. Mc- 
Kinley sent to the senate a. statement 
of all payments made, but kept back 
the names of a number of persons and 
some of the details connected with the 
expenditures. The senate roaliged that 
such information should not be made 
public, and did not press demands for a 
strictly itemized statement.

"THE VETO IN T ENNESSEE. 


"Aside from any bearing which it may have upon the prohibition fight 
being waged before the Tennessee legislature, the veto power in that 
state appears to be nothing more than a thin, almost intangible, thread of 
mere formality. 

It is customary in the general scheme of government to require ,2 two- 
thirds vote of the legislative body, and sometimes as much as three-fourths, 
to override the veto of the executive; but in Tennessee a bare majority only 
is required. 

In other words,-the same ‘Vote by which a measure is enacted in the 
general assembly of that state, or even less, provided it be a majority, may 
make it law over the most strenuous objection of the governor; the “aye” 
vote only has to insist, and the governor bursts into the Re es in the 
capacity’of a figurehead. 

Practically, therefore, Tennessee is without the veto power. The only 
purpdése it can serve, if it does that, is to make the legislature stop and 
think for a moment by bringing its acts more prominently to the public 
attention. ~ 

There may be sound t upon which this omission is based, but 
the weight of experience and its results are against it. 

There is no question that the veto power has killed ten bad laws where 
it has overridden one good one. 

Open to abuse, it is little abused, because well safeguarded by public 
opinion. 

Tennessee may get along very well without it, but she is setting herself 
in the teeth of the experience of now almost two centuries. 
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so religiously, in taking too seriously the rules of life’s old game of hide and | 


seek, we can but condole with the oxygen molecule on its enforced lonely 
estate. 

We see but one solution. That is for society to set aside a definite sum 
to be expended by each oxygerf molecule in the world-quest at the proper 
time.

In a remarkable statement published in The American Federationist over 
the signatures of the organized labor leaders, Gompers, Mitchell and Morri- 
son, who announce their determination to serve the jail sentences imposed 


the petition of their friends, they say: 


We are willing to accept the consequences. It may be necessary to the 
| dng of the liberties of the people that a judge should be disobeyed. 
udges sometimes usurp power and become tyrants. Disobedience to a tyrant 
is obedience to law. 


That sentiment ts unfortunately put, and it weakens the case of the labor 
leaders. 

Society has, for the protection of the various individuals which compose 
it and of their differing interests, set up certain safeguards and fortifications 
embodied in a system of statutes to be interpreted and enforced by courts. 

The court order and injunction which are products of that system become 
an inexorable part ot the law upon which they are based. 

If Messrs. Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison consider it essential to the 
preservation of their liberties to disobey the injunction of Judge Wright in 
the particular case in question, any other man or set of men would have 
equal right to violate the injunction of a court forbidding them to take an- 
other’s property. 

The same doctrine would permit the corporation to ride unrestrained over 
public rights and the burglar ami the assassin to prosecute unhindered their 
nefarious ‘designs. 

Carried out to its ultimate analysis, if every man claimed and sought to 
exercise the right to violate that law or court order which seemed to him 
an infringement upon his personal liberties, we would soon become a nation 
of night riders in which the only law would be that of the strongest mob. 
Organized labor has more than once invoked the law and court order in 
its successfu] protection against unprincipled and greedy capital. These are 
today their strongest bulwark of defense. 

If there has been injustice the remedy is not in defiance of law dnd courts, 
or in the utterance of any such dangerous policy as that above quoted. Or- 
ganized labor should be the first to resent it, for should any such propaganda 
succeed organized labor would be the worst sufferer.

According to the logic now presented before the ways and means com- 
mittee of the lower house of congress, which is considering revision of the 
tariff, we are never going.to get rid of the “infant industry,” hence of the 
necessity for protection. 

The statement made before the committee of Andrew Carnegie, that there 
was no longer necessity for maintaining the tariff on steel products, and the 
admission of certain officials of the United States Steel Corporation that, the 
trust could take care of itself without the present protective duties, have been 
the subject of wide and critica] discussion. 

The reply is made, and it has been presented in argument even by some 
who have heretofore exhibited decided low tariff tendencies, that while the 
trust might continue to hold its own without protection, the withdrawal of it 
would means the death of the smaller munependent companies, which could 
not Jive without the tariff. 

In other words, we are to continue to ave’ the old argument of infant 
industries, no matter how strong and big and fat the trusts have grown. 

The argument is applicable not alone to the steel industry, but to nu- 
merous others in which monapolies have been built up under the doctrine 
and practice of protection, yet which have not absorbed, perhaps for this 
very reason, many of the smaller concerns which turn out the same product. 

Are’ the trusts suffering these independent plants to survive just ta 
maintain the infant industry argument? 

Although admittedly some of these trust combinations could well stand 
up under the loss of pregection, the consuming public must cohtinue to. pey 
protected prices because the independent plants need the money. 

It is a curious logic, no matter how strongly our sympathies may be with 
the independent manufacturer. , 

it is a good thing for the trust, for, after all, public sympathy with the 
independent manufacturer may prove an important trust asset.

Or three times the amount taken out 
and used. Now the mine waste aver- 
@ges little more than half the amount 
Saved. The chief waste is in imperfect 
combustion in furnaces and fire boxes. 
Steam engines utilize on the average 
about 8 per cent of thermal energy of 
the coal. Internal-combustion engines 
utilize less than 20 per cent, and in 
electric lighting far less ‘than | per cent 
of the thermal enengy is rendered 
available: 

“With increasing industries new min- 
eral resources become available from 
time to time. Some lignites and other 
low-grade coals are readily gasified, 
and, through the development of -in- 
ternal combustion engines, check the 
consumption of high-grade coals. Peat 
fs becoming important; it is estimated 
that 14008. 200.229 tone are _avaitable 
in the United States. Its value is en- 
hanced because of distribution through 
states generally remote from the flelds 
of coal, oil and natural gas. 


Greater Safety to Miners. 


“The use of all our mineral resources 
are independent. This is especially 
true of coal and iron,:of which neither 
can be produced or used without aid 
from the other, and in the production 
or reduction of all other minerals both 
¢oal and iron are employed. 
standard minerals are necessary to the 
development of power, of which the use 
is increasing more rapidly than that of 
any other commodity. 

“There is urgent 
@eafety to the miner. The loss of life 
through mine accidents is appalling, 
@nd preventive: measures cannot be 
taken too soon. ; . 

“The national government should ex- 
ercise such control of the mineral fuels 
ana phosphate rocks now in its’ pos- 
session as to check waste and prolong 
Our supply. 

“While the distribution and quantity 
of most of our important mineral sub- 
Stances dre known in a general way, 
there is imperative need for further 
Surveys and investigations and for re- 
—- concerning the less-known min- 
erals.

. Lands, 


“The total land area of continental 
United States is |,900,000,000 acres. Of 
this but little more than two-fifths is 
in farms, and less than one-half of the 
farm area. is impraved and made a 
.source of crop production. We have 
nearly . 6,000,000 farms; they average 
146 acres each. The value of the farms 
ig nearly one-fourth the wealth of the 
United States. There are more than 
300,000,000 acres of public grazing land. 
The number of persons engaged in agri- 
— pursuits is more than _ 10,090,- 


“We grow one-fifth of the worlds 
wheat crop, three-fifths of its cotton 
crop, and four-fifths of its corn crop. 
We plant nearly 50,000,000 acres of 
wheat annually, with an average yie!l 
of about !4 bushels per acre; !00,000, 
acres of corn, yielding an average of 
25 bushels per acre; and 30,000,000 
acres:‘of cotton, yielding about 12,000,- 
OOO bales. 

“We had on January !, 1908, 71,000,- 
000 cattle, ‘worth $1,250,000,000; 54.- 
000,000 sheep, worth $211,000,000; and 
66,000.000 swine, worth $339,000,000. 
The census of 1900 showed $137,000,000 
worth of-poultry in this country, wnten 
produced in !899 293,000,000 dozen eggs. 


Land Recommendations. 


“Our wild game and fur-bearing an!- 
mals have been largely exterminated. 
To prevent their complete extinction the 
states and the United States have taken 
in hand their protection, and their num- 
bere are now increasing. Forest game 
yields over $10,000,000 worth of food 
each year. 

“Good business sense demands that a 
definite land policy be formulated. The 
national coneervation commission  be- 
lieves that the following will serve as 
@ basis therefor’ 

“|. Every part of the public lands 
should be devoted to the use which wil) 

t subserve the interests of the whole 


people. 

“2. The classification of ail public 
lands is necessary for their administra- 
tion in the interests of the people. 

“3. The timber, the minerais and the 
' gurface the public lands should ‘pe 
disposed of separately. 

“4. Public lands more valuable for 
conserving water supply, timber and 
matural beauties or wonders than for 
&gricuiture should be held for the use 
of the people from all except mineral 
entry. 

‘6. Title to the surface of the remain- 
ing nonmineral public lands should be 
grafted only to actual home-makers. 

“6. Pending the transfer of title to the 
remaining public Aands they should be 
administered by the government and 
their use should be allowed in a way tu 
prevent or contro] waste and monopoly. 

“The present public land laws as a 
whole do not subserve the best interests 
of the nation. They should be modified 
so far as may be required to bring them 
into conformity with the foregoing out- 

of policy. 
Corsumption of Lumbér. 


“We have 200,000,000 acres of mature 


4isting forests to produce 


The same. 


forests, in which yearly growth is bal- 
anced by decay; 50,000,000 acres 
partly cut over or burned over, put re- 
stocking naturally with enough young 
growth to produce a merchantable crop 
and 100,000,000 acres cut over amd burn- 
ed over, upon which young growth Is 
lacking or too scanty to make merchant- 
a'ble timber. 

“We take from our forests yearly, in- 
cluding waste in logging and in manu- 
facture, 23,000,000,000 cubic feet of wood. 
We use each year 100,000,000 cords of 
firewood; 40,000,000,000 feet of lumber; 
more than !,000,000,000 posts, poles and 
fence rails; 118,000,000 hewn ties; 1!,500,- 
000,000 staves; over 133,000,000 sets af 
heading; nearly 500,000,000 barrel hoops; 
$3,000,000 cords of native pulp wood; 
165,000,000 cubic feet of round mine tim- 
bers and 1,250,000 cords of wood for 
distillation. 

“Great damage is done to standing 
timber by injurious forest insects. 
Much of this ddmage can be prevented 
at small expense. 

“To protect our farms from wind and 
to reforest land best suited for forest 
growth will require tree planting on 
an @rea larger than Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and West Virginia combined. Lands so 
far successfully planteqd make a total 
area smaller than Rhode Island; and 
year .by year, through careless cutting 
and fires, we lower the capacity of ex- 
their like 
again, or else totally destroy them. 

“The conservation of our mountain 


yforests, as in the Appalachian system, 


ls a national necessity. These forests 
are required to aid in the regulation of 
streams used for navigation and other 
purposes. The conservation of these 
forests is impracticable through pri- 
vate enterprise alone, by any state 
alone, or by the federal government 
alone. Effective and immediate cooper# 
ation between these three agencies is 
essential. Federal ownership of limit- 
ed protective areas upon important 
watersheds, -effective state fire patrol, 
and the cooperation of private forest 
owners are all required. 

“The true remedy for unwise tax 
laws lies not in laxity in their appli- 
cation nor in special exemption, but in 
a change in the method of taxation. An 
annual tax upon the land itself, ex- 
clusive of the walue of the timber, and 
& tax upon the timber when cut, is well 
adapted to actual conditions of forest 
Jd pact and is practicable and cer- 
ain.” 


Waters. 

Declaring that “we shail suffer for 
timber to meet our needs until our 
forests have had time to grow again,” 
the report takes up waters as follows: 

“The s0le source of our fresh water 
is rainfall, including snow. srrom this 
source all running, standing and 
ground waters are derived. The habit- 
ability of the country depends on these 
waters. Our mean annual rainfall is 
about 30 inches; the quantity about 
215,000,000,000,000 cubic feet per year, 
equivalent to ten Mississippi rivers. 

“Of the total rainfali, over half is 
evaporated; about a third flaws into 
the sea; the remaining sixth is either 
consumed or absorbed. These portions 
are sometimes called, respectively, the 
fiv-off, the run-off and the cut-off. They 
are partiy imterchangeable. About a 
third of the run-off, or a tenth of the 
entire rainfaH, passes through the Mis- 
sissippi. The run-off is increasing with 
deforestation. and. cultivation. 

“Of the 70,000,000,000,000 cubic feet 


annually flowing into the sea, less than: 


| per cent is restrained and utilized for 
municipal and community supply; less 
than 2 per cent (or some 10 per cent of 
that in the arid and semi-arid regions) 
is used fo ‘crig@tion; perhaps 5 per 
cent is used ’ navigation, and less 
than & per cent for power. 


Fature of Water Power. 


“There are in continental United 
States 282 streams navigated for an 
aggregate of 26,115 miles, and as much 
more navigable, if improved. There 
are also 46 canals, aggregating 2,189 
miles, besides numerous abandoned ca- 
nals. Except through forestry in re- 
cent years, together with a few reser- 
voirs and canal locks and movable 
dams, there has peen little effort to 
control headwaters or catchment ateas 
in the interests of navigation, and none 
of our ‘rivers are navigated to more 
than a small fraction even of their ef- 
fective low-water capacity. 

“The water power now in use is 
5,250,000-horse power; the amount run- 
ning Over government dams and not 
used is about 1,400,000-horse power; 
the amount reasonably available equals 
Or exceeds the entire mechanical power 
now in use, or enough to operate every 
mill, drive every spindle, propel every 
train and boat, and light every city, 
town and village in the country. 
While the utilization of water power 
ranks among our most recent and most 
rapid industrial developments, little ef- 
fort has been made to control catch- 
ment areas or storm waters in any 
large way for power, though moat 
Plants effect local contro] through res- 
ervoirs and other works. ‘Nearly ail 
the freshet and food water rune to 
waste, and the low waters which Hmit 
the efficiency of power plants are in- 
creasing in frequency and duration with 
the increasing flood run-off. , 


Distribution of Rainfall. 


“A large part of that half of the an- 
nual rainfall not evaporated lodges tem- 
porarily in the soil and earth. It is 
estimated that the ground water to the 
depth of 100 feet avédrages 16 2-3 per 
cent of the earth-volume, or over 
1,400,000,000,000,000 cubic feet, equiva- 


a ee. - 


lent to seven years’ rainfall or twenty 
years’ run-off. This subsurface reser- 
voir is the essential basis of agricul- 
ture and other industries and is the 
chief natural resource of the country. 
It sustains forests and all other crops 
and supplies the perennial springs an 
streams and wells used by four-fifths 
of our population and nearly all our 
domestic animals. Its quantity is di- 
minished by the increased run-off: due 
to deforestation and injudicious farm- 
ing. Although the volume of the avail- 
able ground water is subject to control 
by suitable treatment of the surface, 
little effort has been made to retain or 
increase it, and it is probable that fully 
10 per cent of this rich resource has 
been wasted since settlement began. 
The water of the strata below 100 feet 
supplies artesian and deep wells, large 
springs and thermal and mineral 
waters. It can be controlled only 
through the subsurface reservoir. 


Water Supply Limited. 


‘Water is like other resources in that 
its quantity is limited. It differs from 
such mineral resources ag coal and iron, 
which once used. are gone ;forever, in 
that the supply is perpetual, and it 
differs from such resources as sgils 
and forests, which are capable of re- 
newal or improvement, in that it can 
not be augmented in quantity, though 
like all other resources it can be better 
utilized.”’ 

The report strongly urges forest pres- 
ervation and waterway improvement. 


Economic Cost of Sickness. 


“Since the greatest of our national 
assets is the health and vigor of the 
American people, our efficiency must 


depend on national vitality even more} 


than on the resources of the minerals, 
lands, forests and waters. 

“The average length of human life in 
different countries varies from _ less 
than twenty-five to more than fifty 
years. This span of life is increasing 
wherever sanitary science and preven- 
tive medicine are applied. It may be 
greatly extended. 

“Our annual mortality from tuber- 
culosis is about 150,000 Stopping 
three-fourths of the loss of life from 
this cause, and from typhoid and other 
prevalent and preventable diseases, 
would increase our average length of 
life over fifteen years. 

“There are constantly about 3,000,000 
persons seriously ill in the United 
States, of whom 5§00,000 are consump- 
tives. More than half this illness is 
preventable. 


Welfare Depends on Conservation. 


Stressing the pressing need of con- 
servation, the report concludes: 

“Finally, the conservation of our re- 
sources is an immediate and vital con- 
cern. Our welfare depends on  con- 
servation. The pressing need is for a 
general plan under which citizens, 
states and nation may unite in an effort 
to achieve this great end. The laék of 
cooperation between the states them- 
selves, between the states and the na- 
tion, and between the agencies of the 
national government is a potent cause 
of the neglect of conservation among 
the people. An organization through 
which all agencies, state, national, mu- 
hicipal, associate and individual, may 
unite in a common effort to conserve 
the foundations of our prosper'ty is in- 
dispensible to the welfare and prog- 
ress of the nation. To that end the 
immediate creation of a nation@] agency 
is essential. Many states and associa- 
tions of citizens have taken arttion by 
the appointment of permanent 8 con- 
servation commissions. It remains for 
the nation to do likewise, in order that 
the gtates and the nation, associations 
and individuals, may jotn In the ac- 
complishment of this great purpose.

@ral sections, amd many papers and 
illustrations prepared by experts at the 
request of your commission.
